Boyne City 
Commission 
approves fire 
truck purchase

BOYNE CITY— Boyne 
City Commissioners ap- 
proved a request by the fire 
department to spend an 
extra $30,000 on a CAFS 
equipped fire truck and au- 
thorized the replacement of 
an ailing city well at the 
July 23 meeting. 

The purchase of anew 
fire pumper was included in 
this year’s budget but while 
researching the fire depart- 
ment’s best options, Fire 
Chief Dennis Amesburg 
found the positive aspects of 
including a CAFS system on 
the pumper to be a worthy 
and advisable investment. 
CAFS stands for ‘com- 
pressed air foam system.’ “It 
looks like it could save us a 
lot of money in the long 
run,” said Amesburg of the 
system that requires less 
water and less man power to 
operate which in turn im- 
proves firefighter safety and 
reduces property damage. 
“Tt pulls the carbon out of 
the air too, which makes it 
quicker to get in and fight 
the fire,” he added. The sys- 
tem will add another $30,000 
to the projected cost of the 
pumper. Commissioner 
Gaylord riddled Amesburg 
with questions regarding 
the possible option of pur- 
chasing used 
equipment. Amesburg ex- 
plained that a fire depart- 
ments number one truck

needed to be set up with the 
needs that the department oper- 
ates. Some firefighting specifi- 
cations he mentioned included a 
low profile because of tight 
rural driveways and front suc- 
tion. “It’s hard to find a (used) 
truck out there that meets your 
needs,” he said. The Commis- 
sion approved the request. 

“We want to be able to tell citi- 
zens we’ve done our due dili- 
gence when it comes to spending 
their money,” said Gaylord. 

The pump at the North Boyne 
well number 4 is near failure for 
the second time since it was put 
into service. The well was 
drilled in 1992 and put into serv- 
ice in 1994. In 2000 it failed and it 
was discovered that the well 
shaft was crooked which caused 
much more wear and tear than 
normal. In 2003 well 5 was 
drilled which extended the life of 
well 4 because its run time was 
reduced by 50 percent as a result 
of the additional well. Accord- 
ing to maintenance staff, repair- 
ing the well will not extend its 
life. This year’s budget included 
$26,000 in funds to replace the 
pump. Water/Waste Water Su- 
perintendent Dan Meads recom-

mended the purchase of a sub- 
mersible pump and associated 
repairs that cost $27,000. “I think 
it’s the best option we’ve got. 
We’ve got the money in the 
budget and my recommendation 
is that we replace this witha 
submersible pump,” he said. The 
board approved the recommen- 
dation. The project is set to 
begin in 2-4 weeks and will take 
five days to complete. 

The next regular city Commis- 
sion meeting is scheduled for 
Tuesday, August 13 at 7 PM.

EAST JORDAN—At the 
July16 East Jordan City Com- 
mission meeting discussion was 
held on possible changes to the 
Transient Merchant Ordinance 
and amendments to the city’s 
fireworks ordinance were 
passed to bring the city into 
compliance with changing state 
statues. 

In an attempt to make East 
Jordan a more desirable place to 
live and play from a placemak- 
ing standpoint, the possibility of 
changes to the city’s Transient 
Merchant Ordinance was intro- 
duced. The ordinance which has 
undergone amendments in 1997 
and 2005 to institute fees for tem- 
porary vendors and to allow 
only nonprofit or civil service 
fundraising activities in the 
parks will need work if tempo- 
rary vendors like those in 
Charlevoix and Boyne City are 
to be allowed in public areas. “If 
you wish to see these types of 
merchants and street venders 
and cart venders as a part of the 
community on a regular basis 
and want to support them being 
here with the creation of experi-

ences and adding to some of our 
parks and events, we can do 
that, but right now there are 
some restrictions within our ex- 
isting policy and code that pro- 
hibits that from happening,” 
said City Administrator Chris 
Yonker. 

Commissioner Tony Cutler re- 
ferred to the ordinance which 


has been written to prohibit ven- 


dors who do not pay taxes and 
sewer or water bills from in- 
fringing on established busi- 
nesses customer base, short 
sighted. He used Boyne City’s 
Magnum Hospitality’s success- 
ful opening of two restaurants 
side by side as an example of 
how business perpetrates busi- 
ness. “I think we just have this 
concern that we have a finite 
number of people who come to 
East Jordan... the arbitrary ten 
thousand people who visit will 
now have another option and 
they will not choose Marty’s and 
they will not choose the EZ Mart 
and I don’t believe that to be 
true, If it brings more people to 
the park it will spill over and 
give everybody more business. 
Everybody benefits and wins,” 
he said. 


Yonker pointed out some in- 
consistencies with the present 
ordinance as written, like the 
farmers market, the vendors at 
the South Arm Classic as well as 
those vendors at the baseball 
field. These would need to be 
taken into consideration as the 
ordinance is reworked. “So I‘m 
coming at it from a stand point 
that I would like to see this coor- 
dinated to a point where we 
could authorize a little more 
freely the use and presence of 
these types of venders with the 
understanding that there has to 
be a balance with those business 
people who are already here,” 
said Yonker. 

He asked the commissioners 
to look at this as a strategic 
planning effort and to consider 
the issue and decide what they 
want it to look like. “We could 
craft policies, ordinances and 
guidance to implement what you 
want to see, but what we need 
from you all is a consensus of di- 
rection,” he said. Mayor Peck re- 
stated Yonker by stating, “It isa 
vision kind of thing.” 

All agreed that the ordinance 
needs a lot of work. An amend- 
ment needs to be researched and 


worked out; it must be intro- 
duced in a given form and by 
law a fourteen day waiting pe- 
riod must be adhered to before it 
can be voted on. A consensus of 
the commission was to allow the 
City Administrator to put to- 
gether an advisory committee of 
persons other than the commis- 
sion to further anticipate the 
benefits and drawbacks of 
changing the ordinance. 

In the midst of this discussion 
on transient merchants which 
pertained to the use of public fa- 
cilities for individual profit, a 
lengthy discussion on the possi- 
bility of charging non city resi- 
dents a separate fee for 
involvement in the baseball and 
soccer programs evolved. It was 
decided that this topic needed 
further consideration. 

Amendments to ordinance 230, 
concerning fireworks, were 
adopted with no discussion. 
This was the second reading of 
the amendment. ”We’re ata 
point where were ready to ap- 
prove that we’ve had enough 
meetings,” said City Adminis- 
trator, Chris Yonker. The amend- 
ments were to bring the present 
ordinance in compliance with

changes in state statues con- 
cerning the regulating of the 
times consumer fireworks would 
be used. In East Jordan fire- 
works cannot be discharged be- 
tween the hours of 1 A.M. and 8 
A.M. even on days allowed by 
federal law. 

The commission then ac- 
cepted with regret the resigna- 
tion of Connie Gillespie from 
the East Jordan Housing Com- 
mission. 

Commissioner Mark Penzien 
was appointed as an alternate 
member of the EMS Authority 
Steering Committee. 

Marina Harbor dredging proj- 
ects final engineering sounding 
and calculations report stated 
that 9300 cubic yards of silt and 
sand was pumped out of the har- 
bor this year. In response to a 
the question of how much has 
filled back in, Yonker responded 
by saying, “Not very much, with 
the water levels coming back up 
its heading back out into the 
lake again.” 

The next scheduled City com- 
mission meeting will be held on 
August 6 at 7PM.

ELLSWORTH— The Banks 
Township Board voted to send a 
letter of opposition to the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources con- 
cerning an application to install 
a slalom course on Lake 
Ellsworth and the Township re- 
ceived high ratings from an inde- 
pendent organization called 
Munetrix that simplifies compli- 
cated heavy public sector finan- 
cials. 

After residents were asked to 
make their perspectives known 
on the topic of a slalom course, 
Township Supervisor, Thomas 
Mann invited DNR Officer Lt. 
James Gorno to answer ques- 
tions and clear up misunder- 
standings about what the course 
entailed and the process the DNR 
goes through before approving 
applications to install a course. 
Gorno explained that the ski 
course’s affect on wildlife, noise, 
erosion, other recreational oppor- 
tunities, and safety were taken 
into consideration before permits 
were issued. “We look at every- 
thing and you really have to have 
a unanimous consent from the ri- 
parian ownership,” he said. Ri- 
parian owners have already 
submitted a petition against the 
course that contained signatures 
from 90% of the lakefront resi-

dents. Gorno explained that 
slalom course applications are 
contentious and time consuming 
and because of that they are 
more thoroughly investigated. 
“They really need a lot of sup- 
port to pass a ski course and we 
never pass one without that sup- 
port,” he said. 

Supervisor, Thomas Mann 
thanked the audience for their 
support and feedback on the 
issue. “I’ve received a lot of cor- 
respondence and I appreciate get- 
ting all the feedback,” he said. 
The board then voted 4 to 1 to 
send a letter of opposition to the 
application. Township Treasurer 
Katherine Postmus and Trustee 
Cooper both clarified that water 
skiing would still be welcome on 
the lake. “People have to remem- 
ber that water skiing is still 
something that they can do,” said 
Cooper. 

Postmus shared ratings dis- 
played on a website that analyzes 
and rates the financial stability 
of municipalities and school dis- 
tricts. The ratings were 0 for low 
risk and 10 for high risk. Banks 
Township, Ellsworth Schools and 
Antrim County were given a very 
good score of 1; Ellsworth Village 
was given a score of 2. Postmus 
explained that the reason the 
township didn’t receive a perfect

score was that in one year prop- 
erty values had dropped signifi- 
cantly and that the reason the 
school received such a good score 
was because enrollment was up 
and the school has no debt.

Representatives from the Farm 
Bureau came out to inform the 
board about the circumstances 
surrounding a horse seizure and 
animal abuse incident that oc- 
curred in the township this past 
spring. They explained that pro- 
cedures concerning the incident 
were not handled properly and 
were searching to discover who 


was responsible. “We thought it 
was prudent to inform the board 
since it took place in our town- 
ship,” stated Jarris Rubingh, 
President of the Antrim County 
Farm Bureau. Vice President 
Mark DeKorne explained for the 
benefit of a member of the audi- 
ence what a healthy horse looks 
like. “More horses are killed with 
kindness than those who don’t 
get enough to eat,” he said. He 
then explained that Arabian 
horses are a leaner breed of 
horse and that it is typical to be 
able to see their ribs. “If you can 
see their hip bones there may be 
a problem,” he said. He also ex- 
plained that hay was difficult to 
find because of the drought last 
year and many farmers were 
feeding lighter than usual as a re- 
sult.

The Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice is investigating a one vehicle traf- 
fic crash that occurred on Marion 
Center Rd.

The Rowe Inn, doing it

ELLSWORTH— The Wine Spec- 
tator magazine selected only ten 
restaurants in Michigan to receive 


their Restaurant Wine List Awards. 


The Rowe Inn Restaurant on the 
Breezeway in quaint, little 
Ellsworth was among them. 

What is the definition of excel- 
lence? And what makes someone 
an expert? Experts are made 
through hands on, day in and day 
out experience. Rowe Inn owner, 
Wes Westhoven and his staff have 
possessed this sort of expertise 
concerning wines before possess- 
ing a knowledge of wines was con- 
sidered cool or intellectual. 

The Award which was given to 
a prestigious group of wine savvy 
restaurants that offer 400 or more 
selections and superior presenta- 
tion was presented to 850 restau- 
rants nationwide. The Rowe offers 
800 wine choices, four of which 
cannot be found anywhere else in 
the state and three of their selec- 
tions cannot be found anywhere 
else in the world, two of these 
wines have been created exclu- 
sively for the Rowe, one of these is 
called ‘The Dummy.’ 

The Rowe’s wine cellar was 
begun in 1974 and has always been 
a constantly evolving facet of the 


restaurant. Rowe Sommelier, Lau- 
rel Westhoven, dislikes being 
called an expert, “You’re an expert 
about your own pallet,” she 

said. Her focus is to find out what 
kind of wine each customer likes. 
At one time a Sommelier was a 
wine steward, responsible for cel- 
laring and serving wine for royalty. 
Today Westhoven, who has an inti- 
mate understanding of the Rowe’s 
cellars, can make suggestions as to 
what wine a customer would most 
enjoy based on their response to a 
few questions. ” What I do is flavor,” 
says Westhoven. 

The Rowe Inn has been a ‘farm to 
table’ establishment since West- 
hoven purchased it from Mrs. Rowe 
in 1972. He harvested his own local 
Morel mushrooms and asked local 
farmers to grow vegetables specifi- 
cally for the Rowe right from the 
start. “We buy the best and are ob- 
sessive about our food,” said West- 
hoven who believes that the Rowe 
stays in business because of their 
diners and all of them have unique 
tastes in both food and wine.

1st Annual Portside Arts Fair at 
istoric Elm Pointe next weekend

This setting is spectacular, the art 
simply divine, and the experience is 
unlike any other open-air art fair in 
northern Lower Michigan. 

It’s the 51st Annual Portside Arts 
Fair, and it takes place next week- 
end, August 8rd and 4th, at historic 
Elm Pointe located just a few min- 
utes north of downtown East Jordan 
off M-66. There will be approxi- 
mately 80 talented artists displaying 
their works during the two-day event 
sponsored by the East Jordan Histor- 
ical Society, providing thousands of 
attendees a unique opportunity to 
browse an extraordinary display of 
works in a juried selection of fine 
arts. 

The setting for the Portside Arts 
Fair is superb. It takes place at Elm 
Pointe, which is an original site of a 
pioneer homestead that evolved into 
an eleven-acre estate featuring a 
main residence and a lodge. The 
owners of the estate, Dr. and Mrs. 
George Westgate, granted the prop- 
erty to the City of East Jordan in 
1972 to be “used and devoted exclu- 
sively for public purposes.” Elm 
Pointe was officially designated as a 
Michigan Historical Site in 1999. 

Today, the main floor of the lodge 
is home to the East Jordan Portside 
Art and Historical Museum, featur- 
ing artifacts from the lumbering and 
agricultural eras, as well as railroad, 
military and local manufacturing 
memorabilia. Also on the property, 
The Cygred Riley Art Gallery offers 
an exceptional collection of paint- 
ings and crafts purchased from the 
winners of the Portside Art Fair 
each year since 1971.
